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DEATH OF REV. SAMUEL 
 COULING,

A FINE ._ SCHOLAR AND 
LOVABLE PERSONALITY. 


The North China Dolly Neer 
publishes this appreciation of the 
Rev. Samurl ‘Couling, news of 
whose death was telegraphed by our 

Shanghai correspondent last week :— 

“By the lamented death of Samuel 
Conling the foreign community has 
losta notatle man. He was born in 


ee ~~-Chipperfield; in-the year -1858,~ his 


father Kring the minister of the 
Baptist Church in that. town. For 
some years he was in one of the large 
insurance offices in London. Called 
to the ministry himself; he entered the 
l, and sub- 
became ithe “minister 
’ of the “Baptist Church at 
Totnes, Devohshire, By the visit of 
the Rev. A. G. Jones he was led to 
offer himself to the Baptist Missions: y 
Society and was designated for service 
in. Taingchowfn, Shangtune. Here he 
spent many years in educational work, 
and on the amalgamation of the 
Baptist and the American Pres 
byterian educational work he be- 
came associated with Dr. Mateer 
in the United ‘College at Weihsien. 
After some yesrs’- service in this 
institatior, much to the regret of all 
his colleagues, he resigned. This was 
a great loss to the work. Later on 
he was invited to become the principal 
of ‘the Shansi Imperial University. 
This, however, he declined. Thenext 
few years he spent as a private tutor 
to a well known family in Shanghai, 
‘When this post was relinguishe. be 
still lived in Skanghai, ontil his death. 
Mr. Couling had been, engaged for 
.many years in the preparation 
ofa’ work dealing with Things 
Chinese. After many years of 
Isborious work this was published 
under the title of the Encyclopedia 
Sinica, a'work that will give hima 
leading place amongst the writers on 
Chins. This won the great praise of 
‘Dr. Sayce, and gained him the 
Stanislas Julien prize He, often 
spoke of revising and enlarging this 
valuable work. But unfortunately 
death has robbed us of this, Fora 
few years he was the Honorary Secre 
tary of the China Branch of the Roya: 
Asiatic Society, and the Editor of its 
Journal. He also revived the old

YUNNAN GENERAL'S VIEV. 


CIRCULAR TO FROVDXCES. 
With the request that we thould 


»| reprint’it; Mr. Ling Hing Kai sends 


us the following translation of s 
“cirenlar telegram to the different 
provinces by General Tang Chi Yao, 
who has recently been re-instated in 
Yonnan” .and “has every keen 
device for the reunification. of China.” 
(Translated from the Chinese 

original texi.} a 
Since the outbreak of civil strife 
there bas been constant talk of the} 
ways and means toward the reanifica- 
tion of the country, but” the goal 
seems to move farther and farther 
away. The hope for peace has been 
encountered by deeper strife and end- 
less tormo‘l. Instead of peace and 
teunification of the country, sgpessive 
toward 


the deplorable cause for the unman- 
ageable d*flerences between the North 
and the South. ‘ : 

In view of continaal national dis- 
orderand the advantage taken for 
carrying on unnecessary warfare, I 
am of the opinion that in order 
to avoid further. stmggle and bring 


"l about peace and order to the coun- 


try, political adjustment instesd of 
military operations would have to be 
resorted to. It is my sincere hope, 
that the different provinces will si 
their differences and faster good will 
and better feelings toward each other. 

In order to attain these ends, [ ha-i 
sometime ago proposed that the 
provirces be united by the Federal 
Government Syster. Telegrams bad 
beensent cut to the different provinces 
for their reepective views, bot, in the 
interim, on account’ of unforeseen 
difficulties thrown in the way, the 
object bas not yet been achieved. 
And now peopls are suffering worse 
and worse every day from the effects 
of the civil strife, and the day seems 
still very far off when the blessings of 
peace and reunification of the country 
willbe brought about, — 

Accofding to what we have learned 
from our past experiences, and eo far 
as the public opinion is concerned, 
the whole country is now up against 
the centralization of power in the 
hands of the central government, ard 
unsnimously in favor of local self- 
government ; the only remedy for the 
salvation of the country, therefore, 
would be the adoption of what I have 
proposed, the Federal Government 
System. ; 


Tt was as follows :-— 

“That this public meeting 
ratepayers and. taxpayers of 
istrict, while anxions to eliminate all 
waste of national or local resou-ves, is 
of opinion that the restriction of pro-

He rose with the deepest conscious- 
ness of the financial dificnlties in 
which the nation stood at the present 
time.
